M iss, lust nigiit tell o! a terrific 
tornado which wiped oat a large 
portion of the town of Brookyo, 
near Hattiesburg, last night. 
It 
laid waste all the property for a 
distance of sixteen miles south of 
the town. 
There are but few 
wires left up in the entire .section 
and it is difficult to secure partic­ 
ulars. 
The loss of life is believ* 
ed to be heavy, as the path of the 
tornado cut across one of the 
richest sections of Mississippi, 


which had been built up by the 
Gulf ar 
Ship Island Railroad. 
L ater report* *ay that the town 
of B rookiyn has been completely 
destroyed, n ota single house be­ 
ing left standing. 
The tornado 
struck the town about fi o'clock, 
and was seen by many of the peo­ 
ple before it struck the village. 
At this time it is impossible to 
get a wire of any kind to Hatties­ 
burg, and it is feared that the 
storm has returned and worked 
more damage than was first be­ 
lieved.

from tin* large and comfortable house 
to a small non-housekeepiun a p a rtm en t 
with a rest lira ut on the ground floor. 
T h a t this sort of home is increasing 
more rapidly than any other kind iu 
nearly all cities is not to be doubted. 
In New York the increase has been 
more marked than elsewhere, but tile 
type is appearing everywhere. 
T he 
idea of home has suffered deteriora­ 
tion. until now, for the many people 
it is an extremely primitive idea, shel­ 
ter merely, and a sleeping place, as 
in the days of the cave-dwellers. 
In a recent book entitled “The Cost 
of Shelter.” Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, 
instructor iii sanitary chemistry iii the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
traces this evolution and deterioration 
of the home idea. 
H e r arraignm ent 
of tin* kinds of houses existent at the 
present time is severe. 
As legacies 
from the nineteenth century the pres­ 
ent generation possesses four classes 
of houses: the family homestead 
iu 
the country “set low ou the ground 
with dam p walls and dark cellar, one 
of a 
cluster of rambling buildings; 
with a well the only water supply, in 
close proximity to >oures of pollution 
. . . Now and then a grandson rescues 
the old place, brings w ater from 
a 
I spring or bro k, digs a drain, lets light 
into the cellar, an i builds on a kitchen 
and dining-room." 
Next taunts the village or suburban 
house, which is usually set too near 
the street, but which has a bit 
of 
ground around it and may be very 
comfortably arranged interiorly.

I ii? ba ids 
points 
to 
the 
dilapidated 
condition of these houses in most sub­ 
urbs. 
T he second generation ot dwell­ 
ers fled to the city boa ruing bouses 
and flats as soon as they could leav­ 
ing their parents’ houses to go th* way 
of the g ra n d fa th e r* farm houses.

and everyone should be glad of it. Hut 
the fiat bouses aud apa rtm ents which 
are superceding them 
are far 
from 
satisfactory. 
Cheaply constructed and 
maintained at the lowest cost as far 
as repairs, etc., are concerned, 
the 
shabbiness of most flats is a familiar 
phenomenon. 
People are continually 
fleeing from one locality to another to 
escape from it. 
They travel from the 
East Sid** to the West 
Side, 
from 
H arlem to Washington Heights, 
ex­ 
changing one set of varnished 
and 
over decorated rooms for another, hut 
never materially bettering their con­ 
ditions. 
The num ber of New York 
families whose rents increase every 
year must lie remarkable. 
Probably 
most city dwellers pay more for rent 
than their incomes warrant. 
The ten­ 
ement dweller pays at least twenty- 
four per cent, of his income for rent. 
The fiat dweller uptown pays nearly 
as much, as a rule. 
And what do they get for the mon­ 
e y '.'1 
Leaving the tenement dweller 
out of the question. 
Mrs. 
Richards 
asked in behalf of the faintly of niod- 
ernte fortune: 
“ Is any p art of the 
holist* as we now most frequently find 
it. adapted to the uses of the twentieth 
ce n tu ry 7 
The careless capitalist who 
makes possibl 
the "cockroach land­ 
lord.” he who sublets and crowds and 
skimps the tenants for his own gain, 
is greatly to blame for the distressing 
conditions of the lower income limit 
of the wage earner, hut I fear he is 
not altogether blameless for the sort 
of house the $1500 man has to look 
for iii the city. 
Decent living with 
light and air within half an hour of 
work is growing so rare that society 
must take a baud in the m atter.' The 


matter can only be regulated by so­ 
ciety, or at least by a very general 
agreem ent that better houses are de­ 
manded if social life is not to deteri­ 
orate. 
There will alw ays he a large class of 
people who are too gregarious to live 
outside 0“ the city. 
For them apart­ 
ments on the lines of the mode! tene­ 
ments already 
built 
in 
N ew 
York 
would he a vast improvem ent on the 
average apartm ent renting from $,15 
to $50. 
These model tenem ents are 
fireproof, sanitary, and convenient to 
a degree undreamed of by the flat 
dweller in more fashionable localities. 
They have no elevators, but they have 
110 dark rooms. 
They are destltude of 
artificial palms in the entrance hall, 
mirrors, aud jig saw artificial m antels, 
and grill work over the doors, but 
they have large laundries in the base­ 
ment. roof gardens for the childre.), 
and often indoor playgrounds. 
They 
have no boy in buttons to open the 
street door, but they have an intelli­ 
gent and sym pathetic woman agent iii 
the house, and an office w here tenants 
may consult her at alm ost all hours 
in the day. 
There is no reason why 
houses of this type could not he erect­ 
ed in other neighborhoods, equipped 
w ith elevators and modern labor sav­ 
ing devices, and kept within reach of 
people of moderate incomes. 
Such 
blocks should be under tile care o f a 
competent superintendent or manager 
instead of an ignorant janitor. 
Mrs. Richards d ra w s an alluring pic­ 
ture of the joys of suburban life u n ­ 
der 
twentieth 
century 
conditions. 
“ those w ho have social 
welfare 
ut 
heart must come to the rescue and de­ 
vise and put up samples of the best 
th a t modern science can offer, to rent 
for 
$,>00 
to $500 a year. 
Let adv 
one who loves his kind, if he have 
a talent this way, not w ra p it iii a 
napkin, but give it to the builder and 
the philanthropist to materialize.” 
I he 
tw entieth 
century 
suburban 
house will he built not of wood, w hich 
lasts only a few years, and thus must 
be made to earn more while it lasts 
than more substantial material. 
Rein­ 
forced concrete is suggested as a M u t ­ 
able building material. 
I he heating 
will be supplied from the outside, and 
there will lie enclosed porches for sun 
parlors. 
I hen* may also he hot houses 
aud cold frames for winter gardening 
just as there are now bins in the cel­ 
lar in which to sum* vegetables. 
Mrs 
Richards says: 
“ Tile care of these 
may replace the exercise now* gained 
in scrubbing the front steps. T he win 
dows of the house will lie dust proof. 
fly. mosquito and moth proof; the air 
supplied will la* strained by galleries 
of screens, it, indeed, social advance 
has not eliminated soot from chimneys 
and grit from the streets.

Land is increasing in value, and the

houses is becoming higher nil the time. 
lh** only way th** twentieth century 
house is to bo a Pf on! cd is to reduce 
the cost of housekeeping. 
T he home 
is. now tile only place where useless 
objects a r e tolerated. 
In hospitals 
and institutions every sanitary precau­ 
tion against dirt and waste has been 
taken. 
The home m aker atone clings 
to unsanitary drajieries, d u s t catching 
bric-a-brac, and fram ed pictures, and 
a whole collection of utterly unneces­ 
sary and work making objects of fur­ 
niture. 
The home maker pays 
foi 
services in one way or another what 
might profitably he put into labor sav­ 
ing devices and sanitary furnishings. 
The new domestic science is wisely 
concerned with these questions, and 
their solution will have much to do 
with 
ne achievement of the house of 
the future.—New York Post. 
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HE “oil of wintergreen” of 
com merce is the product of 
the distillation of an ether- 
lal oil. 
It w as formerly 
obtained from the leaves 
of the wintergreen or checkerberry 
((■ualtheria procunibens, Linn.). 
But 
the production of the oil from this spe­ 
cies has been largely discontinued ow ­ 
ing to the great cost of gathering tin* 
phi ut in sufficient amounts. 
Alm ost 
all of the "natural oil” now ou the 
market is obtained from the sw eet 
birch (Betain lentn, Linn.). 
This trot* lins a w ide botanical d is­ 
tribution iii the Eastern United S tites, 
hilt it is in the southern Apalachin!) 
M ountains that it occurs at its liest. 
Here it is found as a tim ber tree of 
some importance, and is lumbered for 
its wood, which is used in the manu­ 
facture of furniture. 
The bark alone 
is utilized in distilling the oil, aud in 
some regions where the tree does not 
attain to sufficient size to m ake good 
saw stock, or for local reasons there is 
not a satisfactory m arket for the lum­ 
ber. the bark is peeled from the felled 
trees, which are theu discarded. 
The 
follow ing notes on the distillation of 
birch oil apply to the Industry as It w as 
observed in M cDowell County, North 
Carolina: 
In this region the hardwood forests 
are being lumbered and the m erchant­ 
able trees of the many species which 
occur here are being taken out. 
Some 


is then shoveled out and discarded and 
the still refilled. 
About tw enty-four 
hours of boiling is required to extract 
all the oil, and to get the hest results 
it is said the water should be kept 
boiling continuously. 
This is never 
done, however, at least in the region 
studied. 
The oil is sold by the distillers at 
local drug stores. 
It is sold by the 
pound Troy 
w eight, thirteen 
fluid 
dunces to the pouud. 
These stores sell 
k in N ew York and other Eastern mar­ 
kets tw elve ounces to the pound. T he 
stores claim that they are obliged to 
buy it at thirteen ounces to the pound 
on account of its averaging one ounce 
of water and other foreign matter per 
pound, which they Ila vc to remove. 
The price of crude oil changes w’itli 
the market. 
It is som etim es as low’ 
as $1.25 a pound and again the price 
will run as high as $3 per pound. 
The 
storekeepers In the local tow ns ship it 
iii three-gallon cans in its crude form 
to the chem ists in .New York and other 
Eastern cities, selling it at an advance 
c f about tw enty - five 
to 
thirty 
per 
cent, more than they paid for it. 
The w holesale chem ists refine it and 
sell it as "essential oil of jvintergrceu.” 
This is the "natural oil.” 
“Artificial 
oil" is made by a purely synthetic pro­ 
cess in the laboratories. 
Chemically, 
it is exactly the sam e, and being pro­ 
duced at leas expense sells .it a much 
lower price. 
The price of th** natural 
oil, as quoted by a w holesale chem ist, 
April, 1905, w as $2.5o per pound, while 
the artificial oil w as quoted at seventy- 
five cents. 
These wert* prices on oil 
told In sm all amounts. 
In twenty-five- 
pouud cans the price w as $1.85 for the 
natural oil. and the artificial oil sold 
for fifty cents in five-pound bottles, or 
forty-tw o cents in fifty-pound cans. 
Larger quantities were sold at corre­ 
spondingly lower figures.

charges the distillers 
tw enty cents for every tree cut. d e ­ 
ducting this amount from the proceeds 
of the sale of the crude oil. 
After felling the trees they are peeled 
while green. 
It is essential th a t tin* 
bark be green, for if it is allowed to 
dry out before being used it becomes 
worthless for distilling purposes ow ing 
to the rapid evaporation of the etherlal 
oil. 
T he hark is stripped from the 
trunk an d stum p and the larger limbs, 
blit the twigs aud the bark of the 
smaller branches are not used. 
The 
hark is brought to the distillery aud 
put on the floor around which there is 
a narrow strip of lumber forming a 
shallow box. H ere it is chipped up fine 
with axes. 
E verything about the dis­ 
tillery and the methods -f distilling are 
simple to the point of crudeness. 
The distillery most commonly con­ 
sist.. of a floor on which toe hark is 
chipped, and one or more vats or stills 
with their condensers, and these are 
roofed over with a rude fram ework of 
poles covered with hemlock hark. 
This 
shed serves to protect the birch hark 
from th** drying sun, and the fires 
from rain, as well as shielding the 
workers from the weather. 
The stills are three feet wide by four 
feet long and three feet deep. 
They 
are constructed of wood with cast iron 
bottoms ami steam tight tops or cov­ 
ers. 
The still is placed in position oil 
two parallel rows of fiat rocks one mi­ 
tier eaeh side of the box. leaving a 
space underneath on 
which fire 
is 
placed. 
Tho smoke escapes through a 
vent or low chimney of fiat rock at the 
rear. 
Inside Hie box and about four inches 
above the iron bottom is a grating ot 
woollen strips four inches wide and 
phi ce* I about one inch apart. 
Under 
this grating w a te r is boiled by a fire 
placed ou the ground under the iron 
bottom, and the chipped bark rests on 
th** grating. 
T h e grating thus keeps 
the hark out of the w a te r and the 
steam alone, as it rises through the 
still filled with hark, extracts the oil. 
After filling the still 
with 
finely 
chipped bark the top .s placed on aud 
held firmly in position by sticks and 
wedges. T he steam rising through the 
grating and permeating the hark ex­ 
tracts and vaporizes the oil and carries 
it to th** top and through an iron pipe 
or worm. 
This “ worm,” however, is 
not 
roiled 
as in the condensers of 
liquor stills, Hut is a simple straight 
Iron w ater pipe. 
In some cases it is 
bent to form a connection with the 
si*!** of tin* vat; in other cases a wood­ 
en plug is wedged into the opening of 
the vat, through which an auger hole 
is bored, taking a right angle turn in 
the centre of the block of wood. 
In the 
other sid** of the plug, at right angles 
to the side against the vat, the straight 
pipe is inserted, thus obviating the ne­ 
cessity of bending the pipe and plug­ 
ging the opening in the vat around the 
pipe. 
T he iron pipe is laid in a trough 
through which the w a te r from a brook 
is deflected. T he steam and vaporized 
oil passing lu mixture into the w orm 
is condensed there, a n d the resulting 
water an d oil trickles by drops into ti 
glass j a r placed over the end of the 
pipe. 
Over the mouth of the ja r is 
stretched a piece of cloth 
through 
which the oil and w ater are strained. 
The oil sinks to the bottom of the 
ja r as a dark red arom atic oil, and the 
smoky w ater from the worm rem ains 
on top, being lighter. 
As the jar over­ 
flows the water passes by a trough to 
the boiler in the bottom of tho still, 
where it is boiled over again. 
In this 
way, besides keeping the boiler filled 
autom atically, there is the additional 
advantage that any unsepnrated oil 
which has failed to precipitate In the 
Jar returns to the still to he again va­ 
porized and condensed. 
W hen the jar is about half full of oil 
—an amount which is equivalent to 
about one an i one-half pouuds of crude 


average size of the trees felled for the 
purpose, the average tree will yield one 
pound of oil. 
I w a s unable to get a 
statem ent as to the am ount ot chipped 
bark obtainable from a single tree, hut 
since a vat full, equivalent t* thirty- 
six cubic feet, yields one au d * lie-half 
pounds of oil. anti an average t;**e 
yields about one pouud. it is safe to 
say that th** hark from the a \e ra g e 
tree will fill the still two-thirds full, 
equivalent to twenty-four cubic f* et ot 
chipped bark which yields one p und 
of oil. 
Deducting tw enty cents, the p. ice 
paid per tree to tin* ow ner of the F a t ­ 
her, from th** price realized on the oil 
it will produce, or say $2.29. the profit 
to the producer of the crude oil is .y2 
per tree o r 
per pound of 
thirteen 
ounces. 
W hen it is considered that 
two-thirds of twenty-four hours, or six 
teen hours are spent in distilling one 
pound of oil, besides the labor ami 
time involved in felling the ire**, chip­ 
ping th** hark and feeding th** tire, the 
actual returns are not great. 
When 
two or more stills are In operation at 
the sam e distillery, as is usually the 
• •ase, the question of time involved is 
not of as great weight, since i* takes 
no more time to distill three pounds *>f 
oil from three stills than it does one 
pound from one still, hut th** larger 
distillery entails a greater labor to chip 
a larger amount of bark and to keep 
the vats filii a n d the fires fed. 
Usu­ 
ally. however, the labor in the process 
involved is ii*»t considered by th** dis­ 
tiller from its economic standpoint.— 
Forestry and Irrigation.

great monolith figures of animals and 
warriors which flank the approach to 
the tombs of the Ming dynasty and 
in the perfectly plain stria Hires de­ 
signed for the tombs of the present 
dynasty. 
These are composed 
of

blocks of stone brought with infinite 
labor from distant quarries over roads 
ami bridges which a re hardly capable 
of sustaining ordinary cart traffic, ami 
have alw ays to he specially prepared to 
prevent 
th** 
great 
weights 
causing 
their collapse. 
Tin* sam e admiration for Hie employ­ 
ment of huge Mocks of stone is seen 
in the cases of th** bridges over the 
rivers along the const of South F u ­ 
kien, w here the stone slabs used ;n 
the construction occasionally measure 
sixty feet in length and are estimated 
to weigh nearly 120 tons, a n d the 
bridges themselves have a length of 
HMH) to 2(NX> yards. 
In almost all cases where the buildings 
arc not of solid construction the weight 
of the blocks employed has placed ii 
strain upon the suppoits w hich tho 
architect’s skill was not competent to 
provide against, and with the lapse of 
time the melancholy spectacle is seen 
of slabs fallen from their places and 
of noble and 
costly 
structures 
a p ­ 
proaching ruin. 
In some cases the in­ 
terdependence of the arches leads to 
the same result. 
One very notable in­ 
stance of ti* s occurred during Colonel 
Gordon’s campaign against the Ta liv­ 
ings, when, to allow' of the passage 
of his small steamers, it was necessary 
to make a gap in a brl* I go of over 
tw enty arches, a n d arch after arch 
collapsed immediately after the pas­ 
sage of his small Hot ilia.

THE HOUSE, FROM CAVE TO MANSION AND BACK. 


Type of Dwelling Which is Rapidly Developing—Shelter 


and a Sleeping Place—Effect on Social Life—Pos- 


sibilities of Modern Home Architecture. 
,/' 


.T?E evolnllc* of the home 
from a cavo to n comfort- 
able 
house, 
surrounded 


with barns, stables, and 
^_,,. 
gardens, is not much more 


remarkable than the later evolution 
from the large and comfortable bouse 
to a small non-housekeeping apartment 
with a resturaut ou the ground floor. 
That this sort of home is increasing 
more rapidly' than any other kind in 
nearly all cities is not to be doubted. 
Iu New York the increase has been 
more marked than elsewhere, but the 
type is appearing everywhere. 
The 


Idea of home has suffered deteriora- 
tion, until now, for the many people- 
it is an extremely primitive idea, shel- 
ter merely, and a sleeping place, as 
in tbe days of the cave-dwellers. 


In n recent book entitled "The Cost 


of Shelter." Mrs. Ellen H. Itichards, 
Instructor in sanitary chemistry In the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
traces this evolution and deterioration 
of the home idea. 
Her arraignment 


of the kinds ot houses existent at the 
present time is severe. 
As legacies 


from the nineteenth century tbe pres- 
ent generation possesses four classes 
of bouses: the family homestead in 
tbe country "set low ou the ground 
with damp walls and dark cellar, one 
ot a cluster of rambling buildings; 
with :\ well the only water supply, in 
close proximity to soures of pollution 


Now and then a grandson rescues 


the old pla.-e, brings water from 
a 


spring or bro-k, digs a drain, lets light 
Into the cellar, nn.i builds on a kitchen 
sind dining-room." 


Next comrs the village or suburban 


bouse, which is usually set too near 
the street, but which has a bii of 
ground around it niul m::y be very 
comfortably arranged Interiorly. Mrs. 
lllehards points to tho dilapidated 
condition of ihese houses in most sub- 
urbs. The second generation ot dwell- 
_rs fled to the city hoarding houses 
,ind Mats as soon as they could, leav- 
ns their parents' bouses to so th-> way 
of the jjmudfi'.theis' farm houses. 


"Some families made a compromise 


uul built vhat is called a modern 
jiouse with bathroom nnd furnace inf- 
tor the air-tight stove craze passed), 
with jig saw ornamentation, outside 
,iud in. pretentious looking dwellings 
with no proper _kitche:i accompani- 
ments, and an unsavory garbage bar- 
icl iu the small back yard, under the 
next neig.'.bL'. s windows ., .Houses of 
this sort ore altogether too frequent- 
ly found, occupying good locutions and 
jarring the nerves of the better trained 
voung peoplt- of ..>-dny 
ll'hey are too 


expensive to pull ilovt n, •. d, bonce, nre 
the last resort of these who find they 
must retrenc.i. T!-e piui.i > .1; is usual- 
ly of a cheap order, and drains are 
not Infrequertly broken, jj that sanl-

va.olon of business ou Manhattan Isl- 
•nid is sweeping away these hideous 
blocks of houses in wholesale fashion, 
ind everyone should be glad of it. But 
the tint houses and apartments which 
ire supercedlng them are far 
from 


satisfactory. Cheaply constructed and 
iiaititained at the lowest cost as far 
is repairs, etc., nre concerned, the 
shtibbincss of most flats is a familiar 
ihcnomeiiDii. 
People are continually 


fleeing from one locality to another to 
escape from it. They travel from the 
East Side to the West Side, from 
Harlem to Washington n eights, ex- 
changing one set of varnished mid 
over decorated rooms for another, but 
never materially bettering their con- 
litions. 
The number of New York 


families whose rents increase every 
vcnr must be remarkable. Probably 
most city dwellers pay more for rent 
thnn their incomes warrant. The ten- 
ement dweller pays at least twenty- 
four per cent, of his income for rent. 
The tint dweller uptown pays nearly 
;is much, ns a rule. 


And what do they get for the m«n- 


ey? 
Leaving the tenement dweller 


out of the question, Mrs. Richards 
asked in behalf of the family ot mod- 
erate fortune: 
"Is any part of the 


housi* us we now most frequently find 
it, adapted to the uses of the twentieth 
century V The careless capitalist who 
make* possible the "cockroach Inncl- 
lord." he who sublets and crowds and 
skimps the tenants for his own gain, 
Is greatly to blame for the distressing 
conditions of the lower income limit 
of the wage earner, but 1 four he 
not altogether blameless for tbe sort 
of house tbe $1500 man has to look 
for in the city. 
Decent living with 


light and air within half an hour of 
work Is growing so rare that society 
must take « hand in the matter.' The 


matter can only be regulated by so- 
ciety, or at least by a very general 
agreement that better houses are de- 
manded if social life is not to deteri- 
orate. 


There will always be a large class of 


people who are too gregarious to live 
outside o* the city. For them apart- 
ments ou the lines of the model tene- 
ments already built in New York 
would be a vast Improvement on the 
average apartment renting from $35 
to $50. 
These nuodel tenements are 


fireproof, sanitary, and convenient to 
a degree undreamed of by the flat 
dweller in more fashionable localities. 
They have no elevators, but they have 
no dark rooms. They are dcstltude of 
artificial palms in the entrance hall, 
mirrors, and jig saw artificial mantels, 
and grill work over'the doors, but 
they have large laundries in the base- 
ment, roof gardens for the children, 
nnd often indoor playgrounds. 
They 


have no boy in buttons to open the 
street door, but they have an intelli- 
gent and sympathetic woman agent in 
the house, and on office where tenants 
may consult her at almost all hours 
in the day. 
There is no reason why 


houses of this type coulC not bo erect- 
ed iu other neighborhoods, equipped 
with elevators and modern labor sav- 
ing devices, and kept within reach of 
people of moderate incomes. 
Such 


blocks should bo under the care of a 
competent superintendent or manager 
iustead of an Ignorant Janitor. 


Mrs. Pichnrds draws an alluring pic- 


ture of the Joys of suburban life un- 
der 
twentieth 
century 
conditions. 


"Those who have social welfare 
nt 


heart must come to the rescue and de- 
visD and put up samples of the best 
that nioderu science can offer, to rent 
for $i!00 to $500 n year. 
Let any 


one who loves his kind, if he hnve 
a talent this way. not wrap it in n 
napkin, but gl\o It to the builder and 
the philanthropist to materialize." 


The 
twentieth 
century suburban 


house will be built not of wood, which 
Insts only n few years, and thus must 
be made to earn more while it lasts 
than more substantial material. Ileln- 
forced concrete Is suggested as a suit- 
able building material. 
Uho heating 


•will be supplied from the outside, and 
there will be enclosed porches for sun 
parlors. There may also be hot bouses 
and cold frames for winter gardening 
just as there nre now bins in the cel- 
lar iu which to store vegetables. Mrs. 
lilchards says: 
"The care of these 


may replace the exercise now gained 
In scrubbing the front steps. Tho win- 
dows of the house will b« dust proof, 
fly. mosquito nnd moth proof; the air 
supplied will be strained by galleries 
of screen"!, if, indeed, soeinl advance 
bus not eliminated soot from chimneys 
and grit from the streets. 
'Warmed 


or cooled, moistened or dried air will 
lie circulated ns needed. 
In such n 


house rugs may stay undisturbed for 
n month or more, books for years, and 
the dustdoth bo rarely in evidence. 
The redding will consist in putting 
back in place the things used, but as 
each member of the family will do this 
us soon ns he is old enough, there will 
bp bin few minutes' work." 


Laud is increasing in value, nnd the 


cost 
of 
building 
oven 
inadequate 


houses is becoming higher nil the time.

THE PRODUCTION OF 


OIL OF HIHTEBEBEEH

HE "oil of wintergreeu" ot 
commerce Is tlie product of 
the distillation of an ether- 
inl oil. 
It was formerly 


obtained from the leaves 


ot the wlntergreen or cheekerberry 
(Gualtherla procumbens, • Linn.). 
But 


the production of the oil from this spe- 
cies has beeu largely discontinued ow- 
ing to the great cost of gathering the 
plant in sufficient amounts. 
Almost 


all of the "natural oil" now on the 
market is obtained from the sweet 
birch (Betulu lentil, Llnu.). 


This tree has a wide botanical dis- 


tribution lu the Eastern United States, 
but It is iu the southern Apalachlau 
Mountains that it occurs at its best. 
Here it la found as n timber tree of 
some importance, and Is lumbered for 
its wood, which is used in the manu- 
facture of furniture. 
The bark alone 


Is utilized in distilling the oil, and iu 
some regions where the tree docs not 
attain to sufficient size to make good 
saw stock, or for local reasons there is 
not a satisfactory market for the lum- 
ber, the bark is peeled from the felled 
trees, which are then discarded. The 
following notes ou the distillation of 
birch oil apply to the industry as it was 
observed iu McDowell County. North 
Carolina: 


Iu this region the bard wood forests 


are being lumbered and the merchant- 
able trees of the many species which 
occur here are being taken out. 
Some 


birch lumber is sold to the furniture 
trade, but as n rule birch is a poor 
seller, and only a few trees in this sec- 
tion are large enough to make good 
lumber. Distillation of the oil is car- 
ried on by local residents. 
The lum- 


ber company 
charges the distillers 


twenty cents for every tree cut. de- 
ducting this amount from the proceeds 
of the sale of the crude oil. 


After felling the trees they are peeled 


while green. 
It is essential that the 


bark be green, for if it is allowed to 
dry out before being used it becomes 
worthless for distilling purposes owing 
to the rapid evaporation of the etherial 
oil. 
The bnrk is stripped from the 


trunk and stump and the larger limbs, 
but the twigs and the bark of the 
smaller branches are not used. 
The 


bark is brought to the distillery and 
put ou the floor around which there Is 
a narrow strip of lumber forming a 
shallow box. Here it is chipped up line 
with axes. Everything about the dis- 
tillery and the methods of distilling are 
simple to the polut of erndeness. 


The distillery moat commonly con- 


sist.} of a floor ou which tue bark is 
chipped, and one or more vats or stills 
with their condensers, nnd these are 
roofed over with a rude framework of 
poles covered with hemlock bark. This 
shed serves to protect the birth bnrk 
from the drying sun, and the fires 
from rain, as well as shielding the 
workers from the weather. 


The .stills are three feet wide by four 


feet long and three feet deep. 
They 


nre constructed of wood with cast-iron 
bottoms and steam-tight tops or cov- 
ers. 
The still is placed iu position on 


two parallel rows of flat rocks one un- 
der each side of the box. leaving a 
space underneath on 
which lire 
is 


placed. The smoke escapes through a 
vent or low chimney of flat rock at the 
rein-. 


Inside the box and about four Inches 


above the iron bottom is a grating of 
wooden strips four Inches wide and 
placed about one inch apart. Under 
this grating water Is boiled by a tire 
placed on the ground under the Iron 
bottom, and the chipped bark rests ou 
the grating. 
The grating thus keeps 


the bnrk out of the water and the 
steam alone, ns it rises through the 
stl!! tilled with bark, extracts the oil. 


After filling the still with 
finely 


chipped bark the top »s placed on and 
held firmly In position by sticks and 
wedges. The steam rising through the 
grating and permeating the bark ex- 
tracts and vaporizes the oil and carries 
it. to the top and through an iron pipe 
or worm. 
This "worm," however, is 


not 
colled 
as in the condensers of 


liquor stills, but is a slmplo straight 
Iron water pipe. In some cases it is 
bent to form a connection with the 
side of the vat; In other cases a wood- 
en plug is wedged into the opening of 
the vat, through which an auger hole 
Is bored, taking a right angle turn In 
the centre of tbo block of wood. In the 
other side of tho plug, at right angles 
to the side against the vat, tho straight 
pipe IB inserted, thus obviating the ne- 
cessity of bending the pipe nnd plug- 
ging the opening in the vat around the 
pipe. 


The iron pipe Is Inld In a trough 


through which tho water from a brook 
is deflected. Tho steam and vaporized 
oil passing In mixture into the worm 
is condensed there, and the resulting 
water and oil trickles by drops Into a 
glass Jar placed over the oud pf tho 
pipe. 
Over the mouth of the Jar is 


stretched a piece of clotb 
through 


which tho oil and water are strained. 


The oil sinks to the bottom of the 


jar as n dark red aromatic oil, nnd the 
smoky water from the worm remains 
on top, being lighter. As the Jar over- 
Sows the water passes by a trough to 
the boiler in the bottom of tbo still, 
where it is boiled over again. In this 
way, besides keeping the boiler filled 
automatically, there is the additional 
advantage that any uusepnratcd oil 
which has failed to precipitate in the 
Jar returns to the still to be again va- 
porized and condensed. 


When the Jar is about half full ^of oil 


—an amount which la equivalent to 
about one anl one-bait pounds of crude 
oil-all th« oil i« extracted. Tli«*barfc 


Is then shoveled out and discarded anil 
tbe still, refilled. 
About twenty-four 


hours of boiling la required to extract 
all tbe oil, and to get the best results 
it I* said tbe -water should bo kept 
boiling continuously. 
This i» never 


'done, however, at least iu the region 
studied. 


The oil Is sold by tlie distillers at 


local drug stores. It la sold by the 
pound Troy 
weight, thirteen 
fluid 


Suuces to the pound. These stores sell 
K in New York and other Eastern mar- 
kets twelve ounces to tbe pound. -The 
stores claim that they are obliged to 
buy it at thirteen ounces to tbe pound 
on account of its averaging one ounce 
of water and other foreign matter per 
pound, which they have to remove. 


Tbe price of crude oil changes with 


the market. It la sometimes as low 
as \$1.25 a pound and again tbe price 
will run as high as $3 per pound. The 
storekeepers in tbe local towns' ship it 
in three-gallon cans in Its crude form 
to tbe chemists in New York and other 
Eastern cities, selling It at an advance 
cf about twenty • live to thirty per 
cent, more than they paid for It. 


Tbe wholesale chemists refine it nnd 


sell it ns "essential oil of jvlntergrceu." 
This Is the "natural oil." 
"Artificial 


oil" is made by a purely synthetic pro- 
cess in the laboratories. Chemically, 
it is exactly the same, and being pro- 
duced at less expense sells ut a much 
lower price. The price of tbe natural 
oil, as quoted by a wholesale chemist, 
April, 1905, was $2.50 per pound, while 
the artificial oil was quoted at seventy- 
five cents. These were prices on oil 
sold iu small amounts. In twenty-five- 
pound cans the price was $1.85 for the 
natural oil, and the artificial oil sold 
for fifty cents In five-pound bottles, or 
forty-two cents in fifty-pound cans. 
Larger quantities were sold at corre- 
spondingly lower figures. 


I was told that n birch tree twelve 


inches in diameter yields ?2.25 worth of 
crude oil. Taking this »s the arerage 
price per pound of thirteen fluid ounces 
and considering twelve Inches as the 
average size of the trees felled for the 
purpose, the average tree will yield one 
pound of oil. I was unable to get a 
statement as to the amount of chipped 
bnrk obtainable from n single tree, but 
since a vat full, equivalent to thirty- 
six cubic feet, yields one and one-half 
pounds of oil, nnd an average tree 
yields about one pound, it is .s.ife to 
say that the bark from the a\era^c 
tree will fill the still two-third;- full, 
equivalent to twenty-four cubic feet ot 
chipped bnrk which yields one puunil 
of oil. 


Deducting twenty cents, tbe p.'ice 


paid per tree to the owner of the tim- 
ber, from the price realized on the oil 
it will produce, or say $2.20. the protlt 
to the producer of tbe crude oil is J>2 
per tree or 
per pound of thirteen 


ounces. 
When it is considered that 


two-thirds of twenty-four hours, or six- 
teen hours are spent in distilling one 
pound of oil, besides the labor and 
time involved iu felling the tree, chip- 
ping: tbe bnrk anil feeding tlie tire, tbe 
actual returns are not great. 
When 


two or more stills nre In operation sit 
tbe same distillery, as is usually tho 
cnse, tlie question of time involved is 
not of as great weight, since it tnUc-s 
no more time to distill three pounds of 
oil from three stills than it does one 
pound from one still, but tho larger 
distillery entnils a greater labor to chip 
a larger amount of bark and to keep 
flic vats full anil the fires fed. Usu- 
ally, however, the labor in tbe process 
involved is not considered by the dis- 
tiller from its economic standpoint.— 
Forestry and Irrigation. 


Ctilneie Art In Monr. 


Tlio spirit of purely Chinese art tn 


stone is shown in work Mich as the 
great monolith figures of animals nnd 
warriors which flank tbe approach to 
tho tombs of the Ming dynasty and 
in the perfectly plain strurturos de- 
signed for the tombs of the present 
dynasty. 


These are composed of 
enormous 


blocks of stone brought with infinite 
labor from distant quarries over roads 
and bridges which arc hardly capable 
of sustaining ordinary cart tratlic. and 
have always to be specially prepared to 
prevent the groat weights 
causing 


their collapse. 


The same admiration for the employ- 


ment of huge blocks of stonu is seen 
in the cases of tlie bridges over the 
rivers along the coast of South Fu- 
kleu, where tbe stone slabs used in 
the construction occasionally inensnre 
sixty feet In length nnd are estimated 
to weigh nearly 120 tons, and the 
bridges themselves have a length of 
1000 to 2000 yirds. 


In almost all cases where the buildings 


are not of solid construction the weight 
of the blocks employed bus placed n 
strain upon the supports which the 
architect's skill was not competent to 
provide against, and with the lapse of 
time the melancholy spectacle is seen 
of slabs fallen from their places and 
of noble nnd costly structures ap- 
proaching ruin. In some cases the in- 
terdependence of tbe arches leads to 
the same result. One very notable In- 
stance of this occurred during Colonel 
Gordon's campaign against the Tain- 
Ings, when, to allow oC the passage 
of his small steamers, It was necessary 
to make a gap in a bridge of over 
twenty arches, nnd arch after arch 
collapsed immediately after tho pas- 
sage of his small flotilla.

WILL PROBABLY VETO THE 


RESERVATION OPENING 


Washington, March 21.—Mr. 


Stephens and Mr. McGhuire of 
Oklahoma talked witfa the Presi- 
dent Tuesday morning on the 
subject of Mr. Stevens' kill pro- 
viding for the opening of Kiewa 
Cwmanche and Apache reserva- 
tions in Oklahoma. The Presi- 
dent is disposed to veto the Dill 
on the advice of Secretary H-iJeb- 
eaek, who opposed its pas«a«e 
through congress, bat it trans- 
pired that the chief reason of the 
President's opposition is that if 
the reservation was opened BOW 
children of member* of Che tribe 
bom-since 1900 would *ot share 
in the allotment. 
A bill Co pro- 


vide .for allotments for them is 
pending, and Mr. Stephens told 
tbe President that it wonld prob- 
ably be reported favorably Thurs- 
day* 


The ten darfe within which the 


President aa«st act on the^Steph- 
ens bill will -expire *fais week, 
however, «nd as it is not likely 
that the bill providing for the 
allotment of children *born since 
1900 can be o&ssed within that 
time, it seem* improbable that 
the measure lor the opening of 
the reservation will become a law 
at thin session.

remarkable than the later evolution 
from the large and comfortable house 
to a small non-bousekeepluir apartment 
with a resturnnt ou the ground floor. 
That this sort of home is increasing 
more rapidly' than any other kind in 
nearly all cities is not to be doubted. 
In New York the Increase has been 
more marked than elsewhere, but the 
type is appearing everywhere. 
The 


Idea of home has suffered deteriora- 
tion, until i»ow, for the many people- 
It is an extremely primitive idea, shel- 
ter merely, nnd a sleeping place, as 
in the days of tbe cave-dwellers. 


In a recent book entitled "The Cost 


of Shelter " Mrs. Ellen H. lllchanls, 
Instructor in sanitary chemistry In the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
truces this evolution nnd deterioration 
of tbe home idea. 
Her arraignment 


of tbe kinds ot houses existent at the 
present time is severe. 
As legacies 


from the nineteenth century the pres- 
ent generation possesses four classes 
of houses: the family homestead in 
the country "set low ou the ground 
with damp walls nnd dnrk cellar, one 
of a cluster of rambling buildings; 
with :\ well the only water supply, in 
close proximity to >oures of pollution 
.....Now and then a srniulson rescues 


old pla.-e. brings water from

Into the cellar, nn.i builds on a kitchen 
and dining-room." 


Next comts the village or suburban 


house, which is usually set too near 
the street, but which has a bil of 
ground around it aiul mry be very 
comfortably arranged Interiorly. Mrs. 
lllchnrds points to the dilapidated 
condition of these houses in most sub- 
urbs. The second generation ot dwell- 
ers fled to Uie city boariiing houses 
nnd Mats as >oou ns they could, leav- 
ing their parents' bouses 10 so th > way 
of the gniudfi-theis' farm houses.

not altogether blameless for the sort 
of house tbe $1500 man has to look 
for In the city. 
Decent living with 


light iv nd nlr within half an hour of 
work IB growing so rare that lociety 
muat take a baud in the matter. ' Tlu 


natter e.nn only be regulated by so- 
ciety, or at least by a very general 
agreement that better houses nre de- 
nanded if social life is not to deteri- 
orate. 


There will always be a large class of 


>eople who nre too gregarious to live 
outside o* the city. For them npart- 
uients ou the lines of the model tene- 
uents already built In New York 
would be a vast Improvement on the 
average apartment renting from $35 
to $50. These nuodel tenements are 
fireproof, sanitary, and convenient to 
a degree undreamed of by the flat 
dweller in more fashionable localities. 
They have no elevators, but they have 
10 dark rooms. They are destltude of 
artificial palms in the entrance hall, 
mirrors, and jig saw artificial mantels, 
and grill work over'the doors, but 
they liave large laundries in the base- 
ment, roof gardens for the children, 
and often indoor playgrounds. 
They 


lave no boy in buttons to open the 
street door, but they have an intelli- 
gent and sympathetic woman agent in 
the house, and an office where tenants 
may consult her at almost all hours 
in the day. There is no reason why 
bouses of this type coulC not bo erect- 
ed in other neighborhoods, equipped 
with elevators and modern labor sav- 
ing devices, and kept within reach of 
people of moderate incomes. 
Such 


blocks should bo under the care of a 
competent superintendent or manager 
instead of ail ignorant janitor. 


Mrs. Pichards draws an alluring pic- 


ture of the Joys of suburban life un- 
der 
twentieth 
century 
conditions. 


Those who have social -welfare at 
heart must come to the rescue and de- 
viso and put up samples of the best 
Hint nioderu science can otter, to rent 
for $i!00 to $500 a year. 
Let any 


one who loves his kind, If he have 
a talent this way. not wrap it in a 
napkin, but gUo It to the builder and 
the philanthropist to materialize." 


The 
twentieth 
century suburban 


house will be built not of wood, which 
lasts only a few years, and thus must 
be made to earn more while it lasts 
than more substantial material. Ileln- 
forced concrete is suggested as a suit- 
able building material. Iho heating 
•will be supplied from the outside, and 
there will be enclosed porches for sun 
parlors. There may also be hot houses 
and cold frames for winter gardening 
just as there nre now bins In the cel- 
lar iu which to store vegetables. Mrs. 
lilch.irds says: "The care of these 
may replace the exercise now gained 
In scrubbing the front steps. The win- 
dows of the hou«e will be dust proof, 
fly. mosquito and moth proof; the air 
supplied will be strained by galleries 
of screen"!, if, indeed, sociul advance 
has not eliminated soot from chimneys 
and grit from the streets.

or cooled, moistened or dried nir will 
be circulated as needed.

wintergreen 


HE "oil of wintergreen" ot 
commerce is the product of 
the distillation of an ether- 


It was formerly 
from the leaves 
or checkerberry 


(Gualtherla procumbens, • Linn.). 
But 


the production of the oil from this spe- 
cies has beeu largely discontinued ow- 
ing to the great cost of gathering the 
plant in sufficient amounts. 
Almost 


all ot the "natural oil" now on the 
market is obtained from the sweet 
birch (Betula lenta, Llnu.). 


This tree has a wide botanlcnl dis- 


tribution In the Eastern United States, 
but it is iu the Bouth'ern Apnlachiau 
Mountains that it occurs at its best. 
Here it is found as n timber tree of 
somo importance, and is lumbered for 
its wood, which is used in the manu- 
facture of furniture. 
The bark alone 


Is utilized in distilling the oil, and in 
some regions -where the tree does not 
attain to sufficient size to make good 
saw stock, or for local reasons there is 
not n satisfactory market for the lum- 
ber, the bark is peeled from the felled 
trees, which nre then discarded. The 
following notes ou the distillation of 
birch oil apply to the Industry ns it was 
observed iu McDowell County. North 
Carolina: 


Iu this region the hardwood forests 


are being lumbered nnd the merchant- 
able trees of the many species which 
occur here nre being taken out. 
Some 


birch lumber is sold to the furniture 
trade, but as n rule birch is a pool- 


Is then shoveled out and discarded and 
the utill, refllled. 
About twenty-four 


hours of boiling ia required to extract 
nil the oil, nnd to get the beat results 
it is said the -water should bo kept 
boiling continuously. 
This is never 


done, however, at least in tue region 
studied. 


The oil is sold by the distillers at 


local drug stores. It Is sold by the 
pound Troy 
weight, thirteen 
fluid 


Suuces to the pound. These stores sell 
U in New York and other Eastern mar- 
kets twelve ounces to the pound. -The 
•tores claim that they are obliged to 
buy it at thirteen ounces to the pound 
on account of its averaging one ounce 
of water and other foreign matter per 
pound, which, they have to remove. 


The price of crude oil changes with 


the market. It la sometimes as low 
as '.fl.25 a pound and again the price 
will run ns high as $3 per pound. The 
storekeepers in the local towns ship it 
in three-gallon cans in its crude form 
to the chemists in New York and other 
Eastern cities, selling It at nn advance 
r* about twenty • five to thirty per 
cent, more than they paid for it. 


The wholesale chemists rellne it and 


sell it as "essential oil of jvlntergiceu." 
This is the "natural oil." "Artificial 
oil" is made by a purely synthetic pro- 
cess in the laboratories. 
Chemically, 


it is exactly the snme, nnd being pro- 
duced at less expense sells .it n much 
lower price. The price of the natural 
oil, as quoted by n wholesale chemist, 
April, 1SW5, was .$2.50 per pound, while 
the artificial oil was quoted nt seventy- 
five cents. These were prices on oil 
sold In small amounts. In twenty-five- 
pound cans the price was $1.85 for the 
natural oil, and the artificial oil sold 
for fifty cents iu five-pound bottles, or 
forty-two cents in fifty-pound cnns. 
Larger quantities were sold at corre- 
spondingly lower figures. 
I was told that a birch tree twelve 


inches in diameter yields ?2.25 worth of 


seller, and only a few trees in this see- j crude oil. Taking this us the average 
tiou nre large enough to make good 
lumber. Distillation of the oil is car- 
ried on by local residents. 
The lum- 


ber company 
charges the distillers 


twenty cents for every tree cut. de- 
ducting this amount from the proceeds 
of the sale of the crude oil. 


After felling the trees they are peeled 


while green. 
It is essential that the 


bark be green, for if it is allowed to 
dry out before being used it becomes 
worthless for distilling purposes owing 
to the rapid evaporation of the etherial 
oil. 
The bark is stripped from the 


trunk and Plump and the larger limbs, 
but the twigs and the bark of the 
smaller branches nre not used. 
The 


bark is brought to the distillery nnd 
put ou the floor around which there Is 
a narrow strip of lumber forming a 
shallow box. Here it is chipped up line 
with nxes. Everything about the dis- 
tillery and the methods of distilling nre 
simple to the polut of et-adeuess. 


The distillery most commonly con- 


sistj of n floor on which tue bark is 
chipped, nnd one or more vats or stills 
with their condensers, nnd these nre 
roofed over with a rude framework of 
poles covered with hemlock bark. This 
shed serves to protect the birth bark 
from the drying sun, nnd the fires 
from rain, as well as shielding the 
workers from the -weather. 


The stills are three feet wide by four 


feet long and three feet deep. They 
are constructed of wood with enst-iron 
bottoms nnd steam-tight tops or cov- 
ers. 
The still is placed iu position on 


two parallel rows of tint rocks one un- 
der each side of the box. leaving ft 
spnce underneath on 
which lire 
is 


placed. The smoke escnpes through a 
vent or low chimney of flat rock at the 
rear. 


Inside Hie box and nbont four Inches 


above the iron bottom is a grating of 
wooden strips four inches wide and 
placed about one inch apart. Under 
this grating water is boiled by a tire 
placed on the ground under the Iron 
bottom, and the chipped bark rests ou 
the. grating. 
The grating thus keeps 


the bark out of the water nnd the 
steam alone, ns it rises through the 
stl!! filled with bark, extracts the oil. 


After filling the still with 
finely 


chipped bnrk the top .s placed on nnd 
held firmly In position by sticks nnd 
wedges. The steam rising through the 
grating nnd permeating the bark ex- 
tracts nnd vapori7.es the oil nnd carries 
It to the top nnd through an iron pipe 
or worm. 
This "worm." however, is 


not 
colled 
ns in the condensers of 


liquor stills, but is a simple straight 
Iron water pipe. In some cases it is 
bent to form a connection with the 
side of the vat; In other cases a wood- 
en plug Is -wedged Into the opening of 
the vat, through which an auger hole 
is bored, taking n right nngle turn In 
the centre of tbo block of wood. In the 
other side o£ the plug, nt right nngles 
to the side agnlust the vat, the straight 
pipe Is inserted, thus obviating the ne- 
cessity of bending the pipe nnd plug- 
ging the opening in the vat around the 
pipe. 


The iron pipe is laid In a trough 


through which the water from n brook 
is deflected. Tho stenni and vaporized 
oil pnsslng In mixture into the worm 
is condensed there, nnd the resulting 
wnter and oil trickles by drops Into n 
glass Jar placed over the end pf the 
pipe. 
Over the mouth of the Jnr is 


stretched a piece of cloth 
through 


which the oil nnd water are strained. 


The oil sinks to the bottom of the 


jnr ns n dark red aromatic oil, and the 
smoky water from the worm remains 
on top, being lighter. As the jar over 
Sows the water passes by a trough to 
the boiler in the bottom of tbo still, 
where it is boiled over ngnln. In this 
way, besides keeping the boiler filled 


price per pound of thirteen fluid ounces 
nnd considering twelve inches ns the 
average size of the trees felled for tbo 
purpose, the average tree will yiekl one 
pound of oil. 
I wns unable to get n 


statement ns to the amount of chipped 
bnrk obtainable from a single tree, but 
since a vat full, equivalent to thirty- 
six cubic feet, yields one nnd onc-hnlf 
pounds of oil, nnd an average tree 
yields about one pound, it is s.ife to 
say that the bnrk from the a\eragc 
tree will fill the still two-thirds full. 
equivalent to twenty-four cubic feet ot 
chipped bnrli which yields one pound 
of oil. 


Deducting twenty cents, the p. ice 


pnid per tree to the owner of the tim- 
ber, from the price realized on the oil 
it will produce, or say $2.20. the protit 
to the producer of the crude oil Is Js-2 
per tree or 
per pound of thirteen 


ounces. 
When it is considered that 


two-thirds of twenty-four hours, or six- 
teen hours nre spent in distilling one 
pound of oil, besides the labor nnd 
line involved In felling the tree, chip 
>ing the bnrk and feeding the lire, the 
ictual returns nre not great.

wo or more stills nre in operation at 
he snme distillery, ns is usually the 
case, the question of time involved is 
lot of as great weight, since it take 
10 more time to distill three pounds of 
)II from three stills than it docs one 
>ouml from one still, but the larger 
listillery entnils n greater labor to chip 


i larger amount of bivrk nnd to keep 
he vats full nnd the fires fed. Usu- 
illy, however, the labor in the proces 
nvolved is not considered by the dls- 
illcM- from its economic standpoint.— 
forestry nnd Irrigation.

These nre composed of 
enormous 


blocks of stone brought with infinite, 
nbor from distant quarries over roads 
ind bridges which arc hardly capable 
r>f sustaining ordinary cart traffic, nni 
liave always to be specially prepared to 
lireveut the great 
weights causing 


their collapse. 


The same admiration for the employ 


mcnt of huge blocks of stone is seei 
in the cases of the bridges over the 
rivers nloug the coast of South Fu 
liien, where the stone slabs used !i 
the construction occasionally measure 
sixty feet In length nnd arc estimate*, 
to weigh nearly 120 tons, and th» 
bridges themselves have a length o 
1000 to 2000 yirdu. 


In almost nil cases where the buildings 


ni'e not of solid construction the weigh 
of the blocks employed has placed i 
strain upon the supports which th 
architect's skill wns not competent tc 
provide against, nnd wltb the lapse o 
time the melancholy spectacle is seei 
of slabs fallen from their places nni 
of noble and costly structures np 
pronching ruin.
